James Chester Britt, Jr, age 73, passed away Thurs¬ 
day, July 16, 2020. Chet was bom and raised in Co¬ 
lumbus, Ohio, son of the late James C Britt and Nan 
Beardmore Britt. He is also preceded in death by his 
father-in-law, Otto G. Acker and mother-in-law, Mil¬ 
dred Miller Acker. Chet was a resident of Grandview 
Heights for 44 years before moving to Powell in 2018. 

He practiced Law for 33 years at Britt, Campbell, 
Nagel, and Sproat.
